In ay! wt of our ws. there aid many things occar in conference, 
Which cannot fitly be now repeated, in which, according to onr daty, We 
keft no means or arguments nnafſayed,that his Majeſty might apply er 
to the ( ounſels of his Parliament, in Which we did expreſs how much Af 
feftion and Loyalty your Loraſips did bear to his Royal Perſon, and Go« 
vernment, whereof we ſhall be ready to make a more full relation, When it 
ſoall pleaſe your Lordſhips to require it. eAlthough we have not had as yet 
ſuch ſatufattion, as both your Lordſhips and we did wiſh, yet do we not de- 
ſpair, ſince affairs are left in that condition, that further progreſs may be 
made therenpon, by the expreſs which his Majety u to ſend hither, or by 
new applications to his Majeſty,as your Lordſhips foal think fitting. 

We have had ſo many experiences and proofs of the good hand of our God 
with 1s ynto this day, that (althongh our difficulties be many ) we were of 
all people moſt unthankeful, if we ſhould noW faint or caſt away our confis 
dence, in doing of our duty,we may hope, that he Will yet aſſiſt,and go before 
44 ; and as all poſſible and lawful means Would be ſtill uſed, for gaining 
from our Soveraign the King, a gracious Anſwer to our Deſires, ſo ſhould
